During  dinner,  a  well  dressed,  fine  looking  la¬ 
dy  played  otf  so  many  fantastic  airs,  and  display¬ 
ed  so  much  vanity  and  ignorance,  as  quite  put 
her  husband  to  the  blush.

anil  how  she  had  been  annoyed  by  a Jirt~en^inter 
playing  against  her  window  in  the  morning,  by 
which  she  had  been  terribly  frightened ;  and 
committed  so  many  gross  blunders,  that  I  could 
not  help  being  in  pain  for  her. 

York,  the  Kvor-wic  of  the  Saxons,  stands  in  ' 
the  midst  of  a  vast  plain,  at  the  confluence  ofj 
the  Ouse  and  Foss,  the  former  of  which  is  nav¬ 
igable  quite  to  the  city  for  vessels  of  eighty  tons  ■ 
burthen  It  is  about  seventy  miles  from  the  I 
sea,  and  midway  bi'tween  I^indon  andEdin-' 
burgh,  being  at>ont  two  hundred  miles  from 
each.  If  not  founded  t»y  the  Romans,  it  was  at ! 
least  greatly  enlarged,  and  fortified  by  them  ; 
and  ill  no  part  of  the  country  have  the  antiqui¬ 
ties  of  that  extraordinary  jieople  been  found  in 
greater  abundance.  Here  the  Emperor  Seve-' 
rns  fixed  his  court,  on  his  arrival  in  Britain  at' 
the  beginning  of  the  Third  Century  ;  and  here  , 
he  expired.  Three  large  hills  a  little  to  the ; 
westward  of  York  still  bear  the  name  of  “  Se- 
verus’  Hills,”  his  funeral  pile  having  probably 
been  erected  there.  A  century  later,  Constan¬ 
tins  Clilorus,  another  K  nnan  Emperor,  died  at 
York  ;  and  here,  Constantine  the  (Jreat,  his 
son  and  successor,  was  born,  and  invested  with 
the  imperial  purple.  The  citizens  of  York  ex¬ 
perienced  tlieir  full  share  of  calamities  from  the 
quarrels  of  the  Scots  and  Piets,  and  the  incur¬ 
sions  of  the  Saxons  and  Danes.  Soon  after  the 
.Nornian  invasion,  Y'ork  withstood  a  long  siege 
from  William  the  f’onqueror ;  who,  on  gaining 
possession  of  the  city,  erected  a  citadel  which 
still  remains.  This  metropolis  experienced  a 
variety  of  distressing  vicissitudes,  during  the 
sanguinary  contests  between  the  ho'^ses  of  Y  ork 
and  Lancaster.  The  battle  of  Towton  was 
fought  about  twelve  miles  to  the  southward,  in 
which  the  fortune  of  the  White  Rose  prevailed, 
after  the  most  bloody  conllict  which  ever  took 
place  between  the  rival  factions.  In  1014,  the 
city  underwent  another  siege  by  the  parliamen¬ 
tary  forces,  which  was  interrupted  by  the  ap¬ 
proach  of  Prince  Rupert  and  the  battle  of  Mars- 
ton  .Moor,  in  which  the  royalists  were  defeated 
after  a  long  and  sanguinary  contest.  The  siege 
was  renewed,  and  the  city  surrendered  after  a 
defence  prolonged  for  four  months,  and  suffer¬ 
ing  greatly  from  lh»’  fire  of  the  enemy.  The 
population  is  now  about  ’.itlifMM}.
